1  occasion  for  difficullies  that  by  confining  some  of 
the  sinners,  they  might  more  effectually  about 
!  the  terrors  of  hell,  and  send  conviction  to  tbs 
j|  hearts  of  their  wicked  companions.  But  owing 
[I  to  the  good  sense  and  circumspect  behaviour  of 
I  our  riliz"ns,  very  few  subjects  for  “chains  and 
slavery,”  were  found.
